“I have seen many Canadians 
since I returned to Canada; I only 
wish they were as united as the 
Canadians I saw in Britain,” he said. 

He had looked upon the partner- 
ship of French and English speak- 
ing peoples as a “marriage not for 
worse, but for better.” He had 
thought any man who sowed dis- 
cord between the two peoples was 
“an enemy of his country.”

An Editorial 
Only A Beginning 


E provinces of Alberta and British Columbia have 

evinced their willingness to add, out of their own 
provincial pockets, $5.00 per month to the $20 per month 
received by Old Age Pensioners in these two provinces. 


This is a humanitarian gesture and a very useful ges- 
ture inasmuch as it indicates the trend of public opinion in 
this matter throughout the whole Dominion and particu- 
larly in the West. 


But it is only a beginning, only a starter. It is as far 
as: the provinces can go in this pressing connection. The 
proper and essential sequel to this action can only be 
written in Ottawa. 


Every thinking and compassionate person in Canada 
admits that, as in New Zealand, the United States and 
other socially conscious countries, the level of this pension 
should be raised to $30 per month per pensioner. Everyone 
admits that the present age limit of 70 years should be 
reduced to 60 years because it is between 60 and 70 that 
most old age distress occurs. 


A man who has no job at 60 years, has absolutely no 
chance of getting one. Why should he be compelled to live 
in penury and want for ten whole years until, under our 
illiberal Pensions Act, he qualifies for the retirement al- 
lowance at 70? ; 


This change in the age limit, desperately as it is need- 
ed, can only be effected by the Federal Government. The 
provinces can do no more than they have done. 


Only the Federal Government can alter those provi- 
sions in the regulations that are not only ridiculous but 
actually cruel. 


One third of our pensioners are wholly dependent on 
their pensions. How can they live on $25 per month in 
Alberta and B.C.? ‘ 


Another third receive some help from relatives and 
friends. 


Another third of our pensioners are borderline cases | 
who own property. This property, under the regulations, 
is a liability instead of an asset, because, prohibited from 
giving it away, they are required to pay taxes and suffer a 
reduction of the pension to the extent of five per cent of 
the value of their property—a value which is nearly 
always based upon conditions:as they existed in boom 
days. 


Nothing could operate so benignly towards unity, 
contentment and popular satisfaction in this country as a 
sweeping amendment that will adjust our Old Age Pen- 
sion laws and institute an era of social justice in Canada. 


This is part and parcel of the war effort. 


The time to do it is now, while employment and wages 
are at a peak and large funds can be built up out of earn- 
ings to cushion our aged, helpless and unfortunate people 
against the post-war dislocations in industry. 


Never was the time so ripe to remedy these injustices, 
inhumanities and absurd discrepancies.

He married 
Florence Bennett in 1934 and four 
months later she died from a -22 
bullet wound that she said in a 
signed statement was self-inflict- 
ed when she fell when going to 
shoot a duck on the creek. At 

that time DeVitt was out on bail 
on charge of having attacked s 
neighbor with an axe. 

Bennett is alleged to have claim- 
ed for years that DeVitt was too 
friendly with Mrs. Bennett, and 
some time after the death of Mrs. 
DeVitt the men had a violent quar- 
rel and DeVitt was charged with 
hitting Bennett with an axe. He 
was giveh a short jail term. 

DeVitt had no relatives in Can- 
ada. On his release he returned to 
his farm and the quarrels are alleg- 
ed to have continu’d, In 1938 De- 
Vitt told business men in town that 
he would come in in a few days and 
settle his affairs then go east har- 
vesting. He went back to his farm 
and was never seen again. When 
questioned the Bennetts are re- 
ported to have said that he was out 
in the bush or that he had gone 
away. 

DIG FOR BODY’ 

The district has had many rumors 
about DeVitt’s sudden disappear- 
ance and when several new stories 
were told recently the police inves- 
tigated and are asking for an order 
to dig for the body. 

-Bennett was born in Kentucky 
and after his marriage farmed for 
some years in Dakota coming. to 
homestead 17 miles south-west of 
Rocky in Prairie Creek district in 
1911. He has lived on same farm 
ever since. He has three daughters 
and six sons, two of whom are in 
the Canadian army.

equipment of A. T. Steele 
every Russian soldier and most 
Russian civilians — certainly has 
been an extremely important fac- 
tor in the ability of the Red army 
to carry on its far-reaching of- 
fensive under polar conditions. 
No other army has discovered a 
method as practical or as cheap 
for keeping the feet of its sol- 
diers warm. I learned much about 
the valenki on the last lap of my 
journey to the prisoners’ camp—a 
20-mile ride in an open eled. 
Reaching the end of the automo- 
bile road after much pushing and 
digging through gluey snow; we 
entered a village headquarters to 
warm ourselves while horses aNd 
sleds were being prepared for the 
final stretch. The commandant of 
the militia looked at my shoes and 
galoshes and sniffed: 

“Those will never do,” he said. 
“It is very cold. You will freeze.” 


GETS A PAIR 

He summoned an orderly, gave a 
command and in a few moments 
the man returned with ‘a pair of 
felt boots. I doffed my footwear, 
wrapped my stockinged feet in 
flannel cloth, as directed, and 
pushed them into roomy, knee- 
length valenki. These are simply 
felt containers molded to the shape 
of the foot and leg and devoid of 
stitching, leather or adornment of 
any kind. 

When he saw my padded topcoat, 
the commandant let out another 
exclamation, 

“Not warm enough. You need a 
tulup.” 

The orderly disappeared again 
and was back in an instant with 
a huge coat of stitched sheep- 
skins of the kind I had seen on 
many a peasant. This tulup, he 
slipped over my overcoat. It 
reached the ankles and the high 
sheepskin collar came over the 
crown of my fur cap. A piece of 
cloth wrapped around “my face 
protected my ample nose. 

In this mountainous getup, I 
shambled outdoors, feeling as a 
man who walks like a bear. Sev- 
eral one-horse sleds waited outside 
for our little group, consisting of 
a Russian escort, my British col- 
league and myself. They were low, 
sleek things, these sleds, seatless 
but bedded with straw. I toppled 
into one of them, the driver took 
his place and we were off through 
the streets of the village and into 
the dazzlingly white countryside, 

We skimmed through glittering 


birch, fir and oak. Here and there 
we came upon Disneylike villages 
of log houses looking from afar like 
clusters of heavily iced ginger- 
bread in a smooth expanse of ice 
cream, 


SINGS WAY ALONG 

My Russian driver sang to the 
beat of the horses’ hooves—any real 
Russian would do the same under 
the circumstances. He sang of the 
Volga and of Moscow and he sang 
the currently popular patriotic tune, 
“Sacred War.” He hailed every puass- 
ing peasant with a booming 
“Zdrast’—the Russian hello, Oniy 
once did he lose his amiable aploms 
when the sleigh hit a bump, over- 
turned and scattered us and our 
possessions for 25 yards along the 
road. Luckily, the driverless horse 
was quickly caught and we went on 
our way. 

Though a breeze, jced to 25 below 
zero, whipped around us all the 
way, I arrived at my destination 
warm, thanks to my Valenki and 
Tulup. 

We were greeted at the camp 
with the usual fulsome Russian hos- 
pitality and a gigantic repast. Our 
hostess, who runs the dining room 
for the Russian staff of the prison 
camp, is a rather extraordinary 
woman. 

Buxom, black-eyed, Nadesjda 
Gtrijek te more than just a good 
cook, Born in the Ukraine, edu- 
cated at the foreign language in- 
stitute at Kiev, she has also been

The prime minister had ex- 
pressed the utmost pleasure at Can- 
ada's plan to make a gift of $1,000,- 
000,000 worth of munitions, ma- 
terials and foodstuffs, and Mr.

NOT LIKE NAZI SHIFTS 

This Russian resettlement is not 
to be compared ‘to the mass shift-in 
populations callously carried out by 
Hitler in  Burope, particularly 
among the Jews and Poles. In the 
latter case, millions were booted 
from their homes, farms and busi- 
nesses, stripped of their possessions 
and money and herded into non- 
productive regions to starve and 
die. 

The Russians will be given land 
and material to build permanent 
homes. They will be fruitfully 
employed in the new network of 
industries being set up east of the 
Urals and in Siberia. 


The exigencies of war have serv- 
ed to speed up a vast project which 
already was under way. Russia 
years ago saw the danger of inva- 
sion from the west and threat to 
her unbalanced economic structure 
because of the top-heavy concen- 
tration of her industry west of the 
Urals. Under the second and third 
five-year plans, emphasis was laid 
on the development of Siberian 
coal, iron, copper and other re- 
sources. And the building of heavy 
fetal, machine and textile plants. 
LOCATIONS AWAIT PLANTS 

In the course of the German in- 
vasion, vast quantities of machinery 
and industrial equipment were 
moved bodily to the Urals, along 
with the men and women who op- 
erate them. Shops and factories 
were dismantled and moved almost 
intact for reassembly in the exst. 
What could not be moved was so 
far as possible destroyed and the 
Germens get no productive good 
from the territory they overran. 

In the east locations were walt- 
ing for the transplanted factories.

Demand Spreads 
At Ottawa For 


‘Home Defence

OTTAWA, Feb. 10—President 

Roosevelt's statement to the ef- 
fect that a Japanese attack on Ab 
aska ts a “perfectly possible mil- 
{tary operation”, has confirmed 
the anxieties of those at Ottawa 
who have been demanding a com- 
plete reconsideration of Canada's 
War Effort. While it ts early to 
draw conclusions, it appears cer- 
tain this morning that the Gen- 
eral Staff at Ottawa will be com- 
pelled te yield. Hitherto, the 
Generat Staff has insisted. upon 
concentration of our military ef- 
fort in Britain, against th: day 
when: the continent of Europe 
will be invaded. © 

With the collapse of this general 
staff plan will come a broadening 
of our attitude to the war. It may 
even be that the government will 
regafd military aid in the Pacific 
area as being of equal importance 
as concentrating our armed forces 
in Europe. 


DRIVING FORCE 
Hitherto the driving force behind 


the demand for a change in war 
plan has come chiefly from British 
SS

GO INTO ACTION 

The destroyer's crew went to 
action stations at once and soon 
her guns were joining the batteries 
of other warships in transforming 
the blue above into a mackere] sky 
full of white shell bursts.

BEATIN’ THE BLITZ

AIR REINFORCEMENTS 
Chungking advices that new U.S. 
bombers and fighters had been’ bas- 
ed in Burma raised allied hopes of 
a successful challenge to the Jap- 
anese air force and any landing 
Parties that might attempt to out- 
flank the defenders via the Gulf of 
Martaban or the Bay of Bengal. 
Domel, Japanese news agency, 
claimed, however, that invasion 
troops had occupied Bilin, a town 
on the Rangoon-Martaban rail- 
way line 75 miles by air from 
Rangoon, the Burmese capital, 


By a combination of two railway 
lines and a new 600-mile highway, 
Darwin is linked across more than 
2,000 miles of desert with the 
southeastern industrial area and tne 
three major cities of the Common- 
Wealth, Sydney, Melbourne and 
Adelaide. The sea route to South 
Aus'‘ralia is 3,000 miles, 

Strategically, it provides a base 
for patrol of vast uninhabited 
coastlines from the Pacific to the 

Indian ocean and is a prospective 
jump-off site for a United Nations’ 
drive against Japanese who have 
swung victoriously along a chain 

of Netherlands and Australian 

islands lying as close as 100 miles 
frum the mainland at Cape York. 

In the Philippines, a bulletin from 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters reported increasing Jap- 
anese pressure against American- 
Filipino defence lines on the Bataan 
peninsula and said that troop move- 
ments indicated a resumption of 
the enemy offensive, 

Gen. MacArthur reported heavy 
attacks on the defenders’ right flank 
and violent artillery fire as the 
campaign apparently neared its last 
tragic phase.

Edmonton did itself proud by sub- 
scribing 37 per cent of its quota the 
day the Victory Loan campaign opened, 
thereby taking first place among all the 
larger cities of the Dominion. This 
should make certain that the allotment 
figure will be reached long before the 
time limit expires, and that the end of 
the campaign will show a total well 
over this minimum. 

But that is not at all likely to hap- 
pen if people of moderate means fall in- 
to the easy supposition that the loan is 
bound to “go over,” and that their sub- 
scriptions are not really required. 
Should such an impression spread 
widely in the community it could re- 
sult in the effort falling short of the 
mark, despite the splendid get-away. 

The sum of $4,100,000 is a lot of 
money, any time and any place. It is 
particularly large as the objective in a 
loan campaign following only eight 
months after an even larger sum was 
raised in the city, and when pay enve- 
lopes are being taxed 5 per cent week 
by week. The help of everyone who 
can buy a bond is needed. Only if this 
fact is recognized and acted upon can 
it be certain that Edmonton will come 
through successfully. 


Plans Must Meet Conditions 


In despatches from Ottawa it is 
suggested that the war in the Pacific 
may have far-reaching effects in re- 
vamping Canada’s war program. Speci- 
fic predictions are that farmers will be 
urged to grow more coarse grain next 
summer, that Pacific coast defences 
will be expanded speedily and _ exten- 
sively, and that the Alaska highway 
will be put under construction with 
little more delay. 

It is to be hoped these forecasts are 
correct. An expansion of farm produc- 
tion other than wheat would be very 
much to the advantage of the farming 
community and the country generally, 
provided there is need for the supplies. 
The establishment of full scale defences 
on the western coast js hardly now a 
proposal needing to be argued. And 
anyone who takes the trouble to look 
at the map will realize how useful the 
Alaska highway would be now for the 
movement of defence forces and sup- 
plies to both Alaska and northern Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

Whatever any Canadian may think 
or wish, Japan has made Canada’s 
western coast a prospective fighting 
front. Its conquests in the South Pa- 
cific have cut off supplies for which 
substitutes will have to be found, and 
the dislocation of normal agriculture 
may, as suggested, bring a heavy de- 
mand upon Canada for feed grains for 
the United States. 

Whether they want to or not, Cana- 
dians now have to think about the war 
in the Pacific as well as the war beyond 
the Atlantic, and even more seriously. 
From the standpoint of possible inva- 
sion, Hitler is a long way off, but his 
Oriental ally is uncomfortably close. A 
readjustment of our war plans to meet 
this new condition is necessary to the 
point that neglecting it would be suici- 
dal folly. 


The Alaska High way? 


President Roosevelt somewhat 
shocked the reporters by telling them 
an enemy attack on Alaska is a possible 
military operation, which the United 
States navy and air force are “‘certain- 
ly not” in position to prevent under all 
circumstances, He added that the war 
department is studying ways to im- 
prove communications with Alaska, 
and that if the projected highway is to 
be built work should start without 
delay. 

Circumstances have changed the 
highway project in one important re- 
spect. The tourist possibilities of the 
road do not now engage attention. The 
military advantages, properly and nee- 
essarily, are the exclusive considera- 
tion. If building the highway is decid- 
ed to be the best means to establish 
the improved communications, time 
will be of the essence of the matter, 
and an early start may be expected. 

For the same reason—the saving of 
time—the Alberta route should stand a 
good chance of being preferred. To re- 
build the present highway from Van- 
couver to Prince George would be a 
costly and expensive undertaking, more 
costly in time and money than to ex- 
tend and condition the main north-and- 
south highway through Alberta and 
connect this with the Prince George- 
Alaska road. 

The military men must of course de- 
cide whether the highway is to be built 
and where it should be located, If it is 
to be built, Alberta stands to gain from 
ita being built quickly; and by whatever 
route is chosen as long as Prince 
George is one of the points through 
which it runs. Connections from Jas- 
per and from Peace River would be 
necessary to make the Alaska highway 
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of maximum usefulness, even if the B. 
C. route were followed all the way 
north from the international boundary. 


Looking Into The Facts 


An investigation, with a judge pre- 
siding, started promptly into the failure 
of British air aad sea forces to de- 
stroy the German warships on their 
cruise from Brest to home waters. The 
inquiry is directed at two points; why 
the ships were not detected for sixteen 
hours after they left Brest under cover 
of darkness and a snow-storm; and 
whether the Admiralty and the air 
force authorities acted in as close co- 
operation as possible. 


While the report of the investigat- 
ors may not be made public, the tenor 
of it will be disclosed by what follows. 
If nobody is “canned,” the inference 
will be that no cause for condemnation 
had been found. If there is a shake-up, 
the conclusion will be equally plain that 
somebody failed in his duty, and who 
the “somebody” was. Meanwhile the 
London press experts, who were sure 
that Hong Kong could be held and that 
Singapore was impregnable, would 
conserve what credit they have left by 
Suspending judgment. 


Whether the ships in German har- 
bors are more, dangerous to Britain 
than they were at Brest, is now seen to 
be questionable. The first assumption 
was that Hitler had scored a strategic 
victory by getting them into the home 
ports. Now it is being remembered 
that those ports can be bombed as re- 
lentlessly as their former place of re- 
fuge, and that the ships are 700 miles 
farther from the Atlantic shipping 
lanes, A Portuguese naval writer even 
compliments the Admiralty on having 
had the good judgment to let them pass 
rather than expose its battleships to 
the overwhelming air attack that had 
ren sahied from bases on the French 
coas 


One thing may be safely assumed. 
The watchers along the Channel, like 
the watchers at Pearl Harbor, are now 
on the “alert” and will remain so. 


The vengeance “trials” at Riom are 
getting under way at last. Petain, it 
may be assumed in charity, has held 
them off as long as he could find a pre- 
text. Now Daladier and a number 
of men prominent in the political and 
military life of France in pre-capitula- 
tion days are to be made answer for the 
“crime” of resisting Hitler, If they do 
not go to the guillotine it will be no 
fault of the savages at’ Berlin.

Neutrality 


Editor, Bulletin: Since the beginning of 
the war the term neutrality has been 
much in evidence, and even at this per- 
iod of hostilities there are men and women 
who insist upon being neutral. 

All of the conquered countries adopted 
a strict neutrality, and yet this proved in- 
effectual, a mistaken policy proved by 
subsequent events, 

If we carefully analyse this term neu- 
trality we find it is a form of compromise, 
and is a middle course chosen by people 
who prefer not to take sides. 

The point is however not one of ex- 
pediency, it has a moral issue. 

Compromise and concession are often 
necessary in the adjustment of social and 
other difficulties, and more particularly 
in the non-essential matters; but ques- 
tions of principle, as well as other vital 
matters admit of no compromise, 

In one of her radio talks Miss Dorothy 
Thompson said in effect, 

“People who cannot decide now on 
which side to stand will have the decision 
made for them later on.” 

Miss Thompson was referring to the 
neutrals, the isolationist—and to all those 
failing to grasp the full significance of 
Hitlerism. 

We are being asked by our government 
to help raise $600,000,000 to meet this 
threat of world wide domination by a 
ruthless enemy who is seeking to crush 
out every ideal, Can we afford to ignore 
this appeal? 

The Great Teacher uttered nine words 
which have a practical bearing on our 
present day problems: 

“He that is not with me is against me,” 
and surely these words contain a very 
deep significance. We must not only be for 
the Divine Purpose but seek also to estab- 
lish it, to fight for it if necessary, 

Love, truth, justice, liberty, and all the 
other ideals that make life worth living, 
these are the things that Hitlerism would 
banish from the world; and in their place 
set up an order of ruthless tyranny.

his is not a thing to be talked over, in

Wing. 
Argument 

There is pretty general agreement 
throughout Canada that the primary pur- 
pose of Canada’s war effort is to preserve 
the freedom and security of Canada. 

Within the limits of Canada’s security, 
there js every intention on the part of the 
Canadian people to exert every effort, 
spend every dollar and shed considerable 
blood to ensure the safety of other parts 
of the Empire and of our allies. 

All this goes without saying. 

We are prepared, for instance, to ex- 
pend considerably more effort to secure 
the inviolability of the Britsih Isles than 
the British Isles have been willing to ex- 
pend, apparently, to secure the inviolabil- 
ity of Australia, 

There can be no argument about that 
in the Canadian House of Commons. 

But about what constitutes our primary 
purpose—which is the safety of Canada— 
there is room for some difference of opin- 
ion. It appears there will be an argument 
about it, 

It is an argument in which the Cana- 
dian people, indirectly at least, are entitled 
to share, 

There is no purpose served in holding 
it behind closed doors. 


Defensive Offense 


Canada’s fundamental war purpose can 
be defined as the security of Canada. 

The question, then, seems to be this: 

Where should Canada’s men and equip- 
ment be stationed to effect that security 
with maximum efficiency? 

It is obviously poor sense to jump to 
the conclusion that all Canada’s forces 
should be kept entirely within Canada. 

Military science recognizes the efficacy 
of defensive offense, Hitler's own tactics 
are the best example of that. He has made 
Germany reasonably safe by going out and 
fighting his enemies on their own soil. 

Similarly, it is just as poor sense -to 
jump to the conclusion that the safety of 
Canada—our primary consideration, re- 
member—can be effected by concentrating 
everything we own in England. 

The point to be decided, then, is just 
where to strike the balance between these 
two extremes of viewpoint, 

This is not a matter for the experts to 
decide entirely. It is a matter for the de- 
cision of the public opinion of Canada— 
taking advice, of course, from the military 
experts so far as technical details are con- 


cerned, 
Vital Thrust 


The strgtegical importance of the Brit- 
ish Isles in this war cannot be overem- 


phasized. Britain is the last stronghold of , 


democracy in western Europe, 

We are accustomed to thinking of Hit- 
ler as the vital heart of the Axis menace— 
although as Japan acquires greater re- 
sources in the Pacific that centre might 
shift from Berlin to Tokyo. Such a shift 
is quite conceivable. A realization of such 
a shift might be closer than any of us 
know, 

But, for the time being, anyway, Ger- 
many is the soul of the totalitarian move- 
ment. A vital thrust into Germany, when 
the time is ripe, appears, with the knowl- 
edge we hold at present—knowledge that- 
might change, however—to be the most 
expedient way of winning the war. 

The security of Britain, in this con- 
ception, is an essential factor of victory. 
Great Britain is democracy’s vital base 
from which tO operate against the present 
heart of the Axis movement, 

All this is admitted. It is one of the 
postulates of our strategy. 


First Danger 


There are two grave dangers, however, 
in concentrating all our Canadian strength 
in the British Isles, 

The first is that this strength may 
never be used for offense but may remain 
a stagnant and rusting army of defence 
only—defence for the British Isles. 

That is a laudable and essential pur- 
pose, But it does not fulfil our conception 
of Canada’s war effort as being directed, 
primarily, towards the security of Canada. 

The presepce of a large Canadian army 
in the British Isles, therefore, is only de- 
fensible insofar as the presence of that 
army is connected up with a tangible and 
dated thrust into Hitlerized Europe. Can- 
ada’s expeditionary forces must have a 
definite offensive purpose or it is auto- 
matically tranformed from an expédition- 
ary force into a static garrison, 

It would not do to query the British 
high command about ‘ts intentions in this 
matter. No one expects the British govern- 
ment to disclose information of this na- 
ture. 

We can only surmise these intentions 
by closely examining past performance. 

In this connection, we must take into 
full account the rather discouraging fact 
that on no front, as yet, has the British 
high command seen fit to conduct an of- 
fensive war—even in cases where offensive 
Operations might have led to greater suc- 


cess, 
Second Danger 


The second danger to be considered in 
massing our full strength in Britain lies 
in the eventuality that I mentioned brief- 
ly above—the not-too-remote chance that 
circumstances might give the Japanese the 
leadership of the Axis. 

There is this fact to be considered: 

If Japan should gain all her objectives 
in the Pacific, she will have at her com- 
mand greater resources and greater wealth 
than Hitler could ever hope to enjoy. 

In that case, the chief problem of the 
war would shift from the task of beating 
Hitler to the task of beating Japan. The 
Japanese war would become the main 
issue, the German war the side issue. 

All these factors should be borne in

NEW YORK.—The people of New 
York have lived with the war in headlines 
and news pictures for months, but it has 
always seemed as remote ag an under- 
world gun battle happening on the front 
page instead of just around the corner. 

Now the war is moving off the front 
page into the daily life of New York. The 
American metropolis is the greatest, puls- 
ing symbol of the age and civilization and 
democratic order that is at stake in this 
conflict, and it is finding that its size, its 
free and mixed ways of living and the 
delicate balance by which it survives are 
all against it in this kind of war., , 

The morale of New York, we would 
say, was never better. The people are in 
the first flush of enthusiasm for battle, 
that has not been dimmed by steady re- 
verses in the fields in which Americans are 
fighting. But they are only now beginning 
to find out that it is a different kind of war 
from the last. 

The papers and parlors where opinions 
clash are full of talk that the danger is 
complacency, whereas from Canadian 
experience the danger is that the civilian 
population will not realize how it fits into 
a war against the most ruthless profes- 
sionals bee? has ever known, 

The question is whether Americans can 
‘sit and take it, even if it is only headlines 
of black news instead of bombs, until the 
days of great united offensives come. 


Practice Warning

it. No noise on earth, short of Gabriel's 
trumpet, could stop all these 12,000,000 
New Yorkers to take cover. 

The day America went on “war” time 
an hour earlier, the trains were laté, rail 
schedules were confused, and the delicate 
palenes of life was confused.

Canada’s Stan 
Most Important 
To Hemisphere 


NEW YORK, Feb, 19—(GP)— 
Canada was held up Wednesday 
as the one country in the west- 
ern hemisphere that recognised 
when war started that united ac- 
tion agains the Nazis waa es- 
sential, 

Sir Norman Angell, noted British 
economist and author, said in an 
address to the Canadian Club of 
New York that all the nations of 
the western hemisphere would re- 
cognize the importance of Canada’s 
stand when the war is over, 

“Suppose Canada had chosen to 
be neutral, instead of joining of her 
own free will, in September, 1939, 
the forces aligned against Hitler’” 
said Sir Norman. i 


INFLUENCES U.S. 

“Do you suppose that if Canada 
had remained neutral, President 
Roosevelt could as steadfastly have 
taken the line . against neutrality 
that he did? What do you think 
would have been the effect on 
South Africa, where the opposition 
to General Smuts was consider- 
able? 

“The whole story might have 
been devastatingly different. t& 
was Canada who showed this 
hemisphere that only by unity 
could there be an effective de- 
fence against the military 
strength of Germany.” 

Free to take the action she de- 
sired, Canada had declared war 
against Germany because she was 
convinced that only by a unified 
effort of the British nations could 
Hitler be beaten. 


He compared this definite stand 
with the neutrality expressed by 
the small nations of Europe “who 
then were chopped down one by 
one.” 

“Because Canada said she 
would fight, and Australis, New 
Zealand and South Africa said 
they would fight, the bastion of 
Great Britain still stands to this 
day,” declared Sir Norman. 

“One day the western hemisphere 
will acknowledge the leadership 
Canada has given, what the coun- 
tries of the Americas owe to Can- 

a.”

Greatest Bomb 
Plant In World

This plant, “probably the largest 
bomb plant of its type in the Brit- 
ish Empire, if not in the world,” is 
a modern straight line foundry, he 
said. He did not identify the 
plant. 


British Naval 
Losses To Be 
Replaced Soon

LONDON, Feb. 19.—(CP) —Brit- 
ish naval observers Wednesday 
night expressed the hope that the 
fleet soon would have its pre- 
war capital ships strength re- 
stored by new completions which 
would overcome the handicap suf- 
fered in the loss of such vessels 
as the Hood, Prince of Wales, Re- 
pulse and Barham. , 

The public, still annoyed by the 
flight of the German battleships 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the 
cruiser Prinz Eugen from Brest to 
Heligoland, took’ some cheer from 
Prime Minister Churchill's state- 
ment in the House of Commons 
Tuesday that high quality units will 
reinforce the Royal Navy before 
the German vessels can be put to 
sea, 


READY FOR SERVICE 

This was taken to mean that the 
battleships Anson and Howe—or- 
iginally named Jellicoe and Beat- 
ty—are ready or almost ready to 
take their place in service with 
others of their class, the George V 
and Duke of York. 

Britain had 15 capital ships at the 
outbreak of the war, but that num- 
ber is probably insufficient now 
that the fleet is involved in 80 
many theatres spread over such a 


vast area. Five capital ships have |¢r Glen’s eye first and when he 


been sunk, including the Royal Oak 
which was torpedoed inside the 
boom at Scapa Flow, but four more 
besides the Anson and Howe are 
known to be under construction. 
These are vessels of the 40,000-ton 
Lion class—the Lion, the Temeraire 
and two others still to be narhed. All 
are believed rapidly nearing com- 
pletion. 


HEAVILY ARMED 

Naval experts expect the Lion 
class ships to be armed with nine 
16-inch guns and to have speeds 
similar to those of the George V 
class—believed to be more than 30 
knots. 

Construction of cruisers and des- 
troyers has been proceeding stead- 
ily, though the number commission- 
ed since the start of the war has not 
been disclosed. At that time there 
were being built at least 23 cruisers 
—13 of the same class as the Fiji 
which was lost and 10 of the Dido 
class. 


Relief Donatio ns

other £40,000 (about $178,000) will 
be turned over on behalf of Can- 
adian donors to the Lord Mayor of 
London for the relief of those left 
penniless and homeless by Nazi 
bombing.

NO PROMISES MADE 


Conservative House Leader Han- 
son started the short Wednesday 
sitting with a speech closing the de- 
bate on the Conservative amends 
ment to the address which he mov- 
ed when the debate opened Jan, 26. 

Mr. Hanson was in conflict with 
several ministers during his speech, 
particularly when he said the voters 
of Welland had been promised that

second Great War started, was be- 
lieved to have been “torpedied by 
a German submarine while she was 
on convoy escort work in the North 
Atlantic.” * 

It was thought the vessel broke 
in two after being hit. 

Loss of life on the Spikenard, 
including her commander, who 
was particularly well-known in 
Canada's west coast peacetime 
mercantile marine operations, 
brought total Royal Canadian 
Navy dead and missing in this 
war to date to 522, 

“Four of the survivors, reported 
to be slightly wounded, are in hos- 
pital in England,” said the state- 
ment from naval service headquar- 
ters. 


MUCH TIME AT SEA 


H.M.C.S. Spikenard had spent 
many weeks at sea tHroughout the 
winter in company with other ships 
of the Royal Canadian Navy, guard- 
ing the life-line to the United King- 
dom. 

“The fact that only eight men sur- 
vived suggests the corvette broke 
up and sank within minutes after 
the believed torpedoing,” said the 
navy. 

“They were rescued by a cor- 
vette of the Royal Navy and taken 
te a British port.” 

The navy gave no other details 
of the loss 

But of the ship's captain, the 
naval statement added:

All five officers and 52 of 
the 60 ratings are missing and must 
be considered lost. The next of kin 
have been informed.” 

Men from both coasts were 
among those lost with the Spiken- 

ard. Too there were men from 
Ontario, Quebec, Manitoba, Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan. 

Loss of the vessel came at a time 
when the dark nights are growing 

shorter over the north Atlantic and 
Canadian navy men can see the 
beginning of the end of a wartime 
winter which has tried their endur- 
ance and brought honor to their 
name.

Parsons submitted in writ- 
ing to the Wednesday meeting, al 
summary of his ideas. He declared 
that such a plan, carefully conceiv- 
ed well ahead of time, would be es- 
sential after the war, to create jobs 
for returned servicemen. and to 
make thig a better city. 

USE DOMINION FUNDS 

Use of Dominion government 
funds, probably in the form of free 
or low-interest loans for self-liquid- 
ating projects, almost certainly 
would be needed to take care of 
thousands of workers put out of 
work by the cessation of war in- 
dustries’ activities, 

Mr. Parsons declared that fin- 
ancing details could be figured out 
later. The main thing was to start 
planning now, not when the war 
was over. Decision ought to be 
made as to what should be done to 
create the most jobs after peace 
comes. 

THE PROJECTS 

Among the possible projects 
worthy of inclusion on the project- 
ed program, Ald. Parsons €numer- 
ated the following: 

A housing program; sewer In- 
stallations on a large scale; per- 
manent, efficient street lighting in 
all parts of the city; a civic amphi- 
theare, including a hockey rink 
able to seat 10,000 persons; a basket- 
ball floor; a swimming pool; an 
art gallery; a large gymnasium; 
placed on commodious grounds with 
ample parking facilities provided; 
beautification of both banks of the

Something new under the Ed- 
monton sun will make its appesr- 
ance in about a fortnight, when 
specially equipped coffee mach- 
ine, for ration by blind per- 
sons. will be thetalled in the can- 
teen at the municipal airport. 

Designed by Heward Willson, the 
machine can best be described as a 
“coffee-pourer-outer”. It pours a 
cup-full and then stops, allowing 
room for cream. Mr. Willson design- 
ed it last fall, while he was residing 
in Vancouver, in order that blind 
operators could pour coffee from 
urns in the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind’s concessions 
or, in rush hours, help the sighted 
assistant. Mr. Willson who is him- 
self blind, is in charge of the Ed- 
monton branch of the Institute, © 

Previously, Mr. Wille6n said the 
blind persons were only able to 
help sighted assistants and still 
managed to feel completely useless 
during rushe hours. Now, they can 
hold their own with sighted persons, 
no matter how heavy the rush. 

The special gadget on the mach- 
ine replaces the ordinary tap on 


the coffee urn. There is a special 


Bangkok, Penang, Maden, Sumatra, 
Singapore, Batavia, Surabaya, Bali, 
Dutch Timor, and Darwin.

All Palestine cities have 
been blacked out since the start 
of the war. <A cruel raid on Tel 
Aviv killed more than 200 citizens, 
without. inflicting any material 
damage. 

“There is not a gun in the entire 
city,” Mr. Waldman said. 


AN ALL-OUT FIGHT 

Palestine Jewry is throwing 
everything into the fight for free- 
dom, with 15,000 young men seTv- 
ing at the front in Lybia. Jewish 
casualties have been heavy. 

“The Jews in Palestine view this 
war as their own war first and ,last 
and know there must be only one 
end, a complete British victory,” 
Mr, Waldman stated. The Arabs of 
Palestine are, on the other hand, 
generally anti-British, he stated: 

Mr, Waldman plans .to remain 
here until after the war.

He declared 
new armored divisions have been 
formed and those in “the Middle 
East” reinforced. 

Outlining this broaé@ picture of 
strengthened striking power, Capt. 
Margesson said that because of 
equipment shortages and the need 
for older type weapons already 10 
production, the army had been un- 
able until last fall to convert large 
numbers of infantry into artillery 
and armored units “of which we 
were woefully short.” 

Without disclosing any details of | 
the strengthening of armored for- 
mations in a zone he describcd 
only as ‘the Middle East.” the war 
Secretary declared that the rein 
forcement “process is continuing.” | 


HARDENED SOLDIERS 

He said that in Malaya, howeve:. | 
British forces had been up agains! 
“hardened soldiers with four years’ 
experience in a type of warfare 
with which we were totally unac- | 
customed.” 

In that ill-starred campaign, he 
said, there had not been time for 
troops to get esgential preliminar: 
battle training—often not time ever 
for them to become accustomed t: 
the equatorial jungle climate afte 
their long sea voyage in cramped 
quarters, 

Capt. Margesson declared the 
British army is training air- | 
borne troops and already has a | 
number of parachute and air- 
landing units ready for action. 
This was the first official an- 
nouncement that the British 
army is planning to use air-borne 
infantry like that which has 
served Germany and Japan well. 

In addition, he said, a number of 
new armored divisions have been 
formed: 

“We have practically completed 
formation of the required number 
of anti-tank regiments,” he said, 
recounting the progress of army 
development. 

Of the situation fn Libya, he said 
that at present the British forces 
“in some respects were at a dis- 
advantage with the Germans” in 
tank warfare. 


DENIES SUGGESTION 

He referred to “the insidious and 
false suggestion” which he said is 
“now finding some expression in 
newspapers of the United States” 
that Britain is “willing to accept 
arms and equipment from any and 
every source, but not willing to 
send our soldiers out to fight with 
them.” 

“Of every 100 men killed and 
wounded in the land fighting in 
Libya since the beginning of the 
war,” he sald, “about 70 have 
come from this country.” 

He said the sending of troops to 
foreign theatres must be considered 
in the light of first, the absolute 
necessity of defending this coun- 
try, “an arsenal from which arms 
are flowing to all the Allied na- 
tions,? “and second, the availability 
of shipping.”

From the table of standard blind 
opening leads from 26 possible hold- 
ings, as given in my previous ar- 
ticles, the reader will see that, with 
two exceptions, the Jead of an honor 
always guarantees that the leader 
holds at least the next lower honor 
as well, 

The first exception is that the 
ace-lead usually denies possession 
of the king. The second exception 
is that the king-lead may show the 
ace rather than the queen—but it 
does not deny the possibility of the 
queen or both the ace and queen. 

This sequence principle is car- 
ried down to the ten, But in con- 
nection with, the ten, we once more 
meet a divergence in the lead 
against no trump and against a suit 
contract 

In yesterday's article I said that 
it used to be a rule to lead from the 
top of a suit against a suit contract 
with a sequence of K-Q-3-2, 
Q-J-3-2, J-10-3-2 or 10-9-3-2. Present 
practice inclines to a low lead from 
Q-J-3-2 and J-10-3-2, while retain- 
ing the honor lead from the other 
two holdings, 

But at no trump, the fourth- 
highest is the correct lead from 
anything less than three honors (or 
equivalents) at the top of a holding. 
Hence the divergence with holding 
No. 32.

The 
nite or a lower card is not led 
from an interior sequence. In each 
case lead the fourth-highest card. 
Likewise lead the fourth-highest 
from such combinations as K-9-8-2, 
Q-9-8-2 or J-9-8-2. The lead of a 
nine-spot, or of any lower card 
which is too high to be a fourth- 
best, is reserved to show a holding 
of less than four cards. 

In the table of leads as given so 
far, it was assumed that the hold- 
ing was of at least four cards in 
length, Before we continue the 
table as to short holdings, a word 
of warning is advisable. 

The reason for opening from a 
short holding rather jhan a long 
one may be that the short suit is 
a powerful sequence, But more 
often the reavon is that the play- 
er’s only long suit has been bid 
by an opponent.

Rickets is a preventable disorder 
‘and if we applied what we know 
}about preventing the disease, it 
would almost entirely disappear. 
{That many mothers do not know 
|how to protect their babies froin 
| rickets is shown by the fact that ‘in 
| cities as high as fifty per cent, of 
all bottle fed babies develop some 
|sign of rickets during winter 
months. 

The time of year ‘when rickets is 
most likely to occur is from No- 
vember to May, with the peak of 
the cases coming in March. Rickets 
is most likely to develop in the in- 
fant between the sixth and eigh- 
teenth months, 

While rickets is a disease of the 
whole body, the bones are the parts 
noticeably affected and it is from 
the softening of the bonés that the 
disease takes its name, which comes 
from an Old English word, “wrik- 
ken,” meaning to bend or twist. 
This probably refers to the bending 
of the legs, as bow-legs is one of 
the most prominent symptoms 

In addition to the deformity of 
the leg bones, rickets may cause a 
deformity of the chest known as 
“pigeon-breast” and in severe cases 
the bones of the spine and also of 
the pelvis may fail to grow norm- 
ally. The teeth may be badly form- 
ed and the fontanel of the skull may 
be slow in closing so that the baby 
keeps his soft spot longer than he 
should. Failure of the bones to 
harden properly is one of the char- 
acteristic signs of rickets. 

Some of the earlier symptoms 
which appear before the changes 
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in the bones take place are con- 
stipation, restlessness, profuse sweat- 
ing- about the head and frequent 
rolling of the head back and forth 
on the pillow which wears the hair 
off over the back of the head, The 
buby with rickets does not stand 
or walk ‘as he should, and the ab- 
domen becomes large and flabby. 

The cause of rickets is lack’ of 
vitamin D, which has been named 
the “sunshine” vitamin. This is the 
only vitamin so far discovered 
which may be obtained in two dif- 
ferent ways. It may be put into 
the body through using foods which 
contain it, or the body will manu- 
facture the vitamin for itself if the 
skin is exposed to the ultra violet 
rays of the sun. Artificial sunlamps 
or ultra violet ray lamps may be 
used as a substilute for the sun's 
rays. 

The method most widely used in 
preventing rickets is the giving of 
some substance to the infant which 
is known to be rich in vitamin D 
Cod-liver oil is the old standby 
and when it is started early “nough, 
most babies will take it without 
fussing. Other preparations have 
also been devised which are widely 
used, such as haliver oil, viosterol, 
etc. ‘ 

Rickets is somewhateof a “geo- 
graphical disease,” being most com- 
mon in the temperate climates and 
least common in the tropics, where 
there jis plenty of sunlight, and in 
the far north where fish oils ar2 
supplied in the diet. Whether your 
baby is in danger of developing it 
therefore depends to some extent

“Everybody who has not changed 
from plain white bread to enriched 
white bread should do it today, Do 
not accept any white bread or white 
flour that does not have the word 
‘enriched’ on the label.” 

, That advice, given by Dr. William 
H. Sebrell, nationally known bio- 
chemist, in a recent radio address, 
is well worth repeating. It is im- 
possible to over-emphasize his point 
that use of the enriched bread and 
flour is one of the easiest, least ex- 
pensive and most important changes 
that can be made to improve the 
nutritional value of your diet. 

As I sat there taking it all in, I 
kept wondering why people should 
be so slow to buy and eat this new 
product. The scientists, millers and 
bakers have gone to no end of trou- 
ble and expense to place it on the 
market. It tastes just as good as the 
plain white bread, and because of 
the addition of vitamin B1, iron and 
nicotinic acid, it is infinitely better 
for you. : 

Perhaps you do not yet realise 
how important it is to get these 
food elements every day. You 
get some of them even on a. poor 
diet. But if yours is the average 
diet it does net furnish sufficient 
amounts for, buoyant health. 
There are far too many people on 
dicts ‘that are very deficient. 

If you know of some family that 
does not use the enriched flour and 
bread, try to arouse their interest in 
making this change. 

But don’t let all this stress on (he 
enriched refined flours and cereals 
confuse you. One homemaker told 
@ nutritionist that she had switched 
from oatmeal—although her hus- 
band preferred it—to the fancy 
packaged cereals labelled “enrich- 
ed.” In spite of her intentions she 
was not giving him a better break- 
fast food. You can’t improve on 
the coarse whole grain cereals and 
breads. The enriched varieties are 
not meant to take their place. 

It’s not a question of choosing 
between the whole wheat varieties 
and the enriched white, but be- 
tween the ordinary kind and that 
which has been enriched. If your 
family likes whole grain bread and 
cereals, keep right on buying them. 
Just make sure that you are get- 
ting the whole grain. But if yqur 
family insists on white bread, you 
should insist on the new enriched 
product. All you have to do is ask 
for it.

Is it physical clumsiness which 
makes a child careless, or may it 
be only lack of interest in the task 
itself? The mother herself will have 
to determine what lies behind a 
child's continual inefficiency so that 
she may work to end it, 

Mrs. G. Van W. says her daughter 
of 7 is especially careless about 
everything she does; including the 
way she eats, makes her bed, dries 
dishes, washes her hands, hangs up 
her clothes. Her school work re- 
flects the same trait. “Her teacher 
has told me,” she writes, “that she 
skims over her words and mis- 
pronounces even easy ones. She is 
unusually quick and alert, but so 
impulsive and does not take time to 
do things well. I would greatly ap- 
preciate yout suggestions for cor- 
recting this carelessness.” 

One might surmise that being an 
only child and having had ready 
praise for shoddy work, perhaps, 
that is conditioned io need quick 
praise without being willing to pay 
the price for more sincere appre- 
ciation, 

Some physical awkwardness 
may handicap the child in doing 
good work so that sloppiness has 
become her trademark and she 
doesn't try to be different. 

Her school work sounds as if an 
impulsive child, eager to be in the 
limelight, tried to read without be- 
ing sure of the words. 

Try to overcome these possibie 
handicaps by reducing each task 
to a number of simpler ones. Wash- 
ing dishes is made up of half a 
dozen other jobs—scraping and 
stacking dishes according to size 
and kind, washing them in order— 
silver, glasses, cups, saucers, smail 
dishes, large dishes, serving dishes 
and “black” dishes. If you see that 
each of these tasks is performed to 
the best of her ability, inevitably 
the completed task will be satis- 
factofy. 

You might try working with 
Her, correcting her mistakes until 
she is encouraged to go on to the 
next step only when the previous 
one is good. To that end I'd limit 
the number of tasks and try for 
quality, not quantity. 

Special gymnasium — exercises 
might strengthen her muscles and 
make the work she does more per- 
fect. 

The teacher, like you, should 
find small things to praise so that 
by putting her attention on each 
thing accomplished well she can 
encourage her to improve the tone 
of all her work. 

The way you feel and act toward 
tasks should be influential, tvo. 
Each task should be performed as if 
it were enjoyable—not just drudg- 
ery—and the child should see wiih 
what joy you accomplish the hum- 
drum as well as the extraordinary 
jobs of the day.

Labor Meeting 


Discussion of the cost-of-living 
bonus and the recent fusion of the 
Labor Party with the C.C.F. into 
the Alberta Farmer Labor Party 
(C.C.F.), was the principal busi- 
nese at the regular monthly meet- 
ing of Brewery Workers’ associa- 
tion in the Labor Hall Wednesday 
night. J. D. Milner, president of 
the association, presided. 

The delegates spent more than an 
hour debating the present bonus 

situation and while expressing the 
opinion that some adjustment be- 
tween the workers and the brewery 
officials might be desirable, defin- 
ite action in this respect was de- 
ferred pending official clarification 
from Ottawa of the bonus set-up at 
the present time. No adjustment in 
the living bonus paid to brewery 
workers has been made since Nov 
15 last, the meeting was told. 


DELEGATES APPEAR 

Representatives of the Beverage 
Dispensers’ association, who subm.t- 
ted a brief supported by the Trades 
and Labor Council to the Regional 
War Prices board demanding full 
scale bonusus for all dispensers, ap- 
peared at the meeting and outlined 
the bonus situation as it pertained 
to their union 

The discussion closed without any 


resolutions being passed. Jack 
Flowers, secretary, assured the 
delegates, however that a _ close 


watch and careful study of the 
bonus problem would be made ana 
if conditions warranted, represent- 
ations would be made to officials in 
charge, possibly in the near future. 

Varied opinion on the fusion of 
the Labor and C.C.F. parties were 
expressed by the delegates, but 
Secretary Flowers reported that the 
meeting, in general, approved the 
amalgamation. The party union, it 
was Suggested, would probably lead 
to better results in future politicai 
campaigns. 


Soldiers’ Spirit

Col. Lambert, a former Albertan, 
addressed a joint meeting of ser- 
vice clubs, the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce and the Men's Can- 
adian club, at the Macdonald hotel 
at noon Thursday, on behalf of the 
Second Victory Loan 

He is touring Canada under the 
auspices of the Men's Canadian 
Club, having arrived from Van- 
couver late Wednesday. 

He ig also scheduled to address 
members. of the Women’s Canadian 
Club at a tea on’ Thursday after- 
noon. 

Col. Lambert enlisted in the war 
of 1914-18 from Plafond, Alberta, 
where he was stationed as a min- 
ister when war broke out 


PROUD OF SPIRIT 

He is still a member of the Cal- 
gary regiment, formerly the 50th 
Battalion, He stated he has met} 
many boys from that battalion. “I 
am proud of the spirit of the boys,” 


he said. 

The outlook in the west appears 
to be somewhat blue at the present 
time, he said. 

Maybe it’s because of the Japs, 
but who are the Japs anyway? he 
said with an air of optimism. “The 
enemy can be licked. We've done 
it before and we'll do !t again, but 
we must show as much fight and 
spirit of optimism as is being 
shown by the soldiers on service 
and by the returned men.”

“The Amps, for example, are 
braving a stiffer fight than we are 
called upon to brave and they are 
doing it with a real spirit..

We must show 
a real spirit of optimism otherwise 
we will get down and be licked,” 
he warned

and was Pleased to learn of the 
fine showing in recruiting drives 
and of the excellent showing that 
the Victory Loan campaign re- 
sults have shown to date.

the number of stops on certain 
routes, increasing the speed, re- 
routing in some cases and, finally, 
staggering hours. 

“It boils down to this—the same 
number of trams and busses can 
carry a lot more passengers if they 
al] don't want to ride at the same 
time,” Mr. Gray said. 

Staggering of hours was working 
well in Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto 
and Winnipeg, he said. 

EXPECTS MORE WORKERS 

Mr. Gray said he had spoken to 
officials at the aircraft repair plant 
here and they had assured him they 
would see that changes of shifts did 
not occur at the regular peak-load 
hours of the street railway. The 
plant expects to be increasing its 
personnel to some 3,000 in the near 


future. There are now 1,100 em- 
ployees. 
Gasoline rationing, which starts 


Apri) 1, will put a heavy strain on 
public transit facilities, Mr, Gray 
said, as it is likely many motorists 
will put away their cars and travel 
by street car. 

“The increasing shortage of rub- 
ber for tires also will increase the 


strain,” he added. “As time goes 
on, much public transit equipment 
will be wearing out and need re- 
placement. The source of supply 
for busses and street cars is strictly 
limited.” 

He stated that allocation of new 
equipment would have to be view- 
ed from a national, standpoint and 
placed where the need was greatest. 

“Obviously,” he explained, “war 
industries and war essentials will 
have to be satisfied first. Because 
of this, there are certain steps that 
can be taken in all municipalities. 
The main thing is to be certain that 
the efficiency of operation of your 
public transit system is as high as 
possible, having in mind traffic 
controls, parking restrictions and 
the actual workings of the utility 
itself.” 

Suggesting cutting down of stops, 
for instance every other block in- 
stead of every block, might make 
people walk a little farther. “But 
surely no one would object very 
much,” he said. 

If staggering of hours became 
necessary, Mr. Gray said, businesses 
whose activities interlock would 
have to arrange to do their mutual 
business in hours then at their dis- 
posal 
MANY CHANGE HOURS 

In Montreal, he said, in order to 
carry war industry workers, five 
large stores, employing 8,000 people, 
had been asked to change their 
store hours to 10 a.m. to 630 p.m.

will be installed throughout all con- 
cession stands in western Canada. 
“And there is no reason why they 


couldn't be used down east,” Mr. 
Willson added. 

Speaking of additional work 
which could be done by blind 
people, Mr. Willson, who is in 
charge of the Blind Institute in Eu- 
monton, said: “I am firmly con- 
vinced that when we have a chance 
to survey industry and adapt fit- 
tings to machines, the blind persons 
will be just as able as sighted per- 
sons, to operate machines.” 

He told of one person, totally 
lacking sight, who is now operat- 
ing a carton-stitcher in a paper 
converting plant in British Co- 
lumbia, and who has been found 
five per cent, more efficient than 
the sighted operators, 

When asked regarding any ad- 
vice that could be given to sighted 
persons in Edmonton, in the eventu- 

ality of there being another black- 
out, Mr. Willson said that the only 
thing he could think of was to “not 
walk with your hands straight out 
in front of you.” “Like as not,” he 
said, “you'll end up with your hands 
on either side of a sturdy post.” 


CAN'T GIVE ADVICE 

Mr. Willson said that, because 
most blind persons have been with- 
out sight for years, if not since 
birth, it was very difficult for them 
to compare their state with that of 
sighted persons and so were almost 
unable to give useful advice as to 
how to manoeuvre in the dark, 

As an example, he told of how, 
shortly after he came to Edmonton, 
he was alone in his office in the 
court house building. and wanted 
to go to the Salvation Army office 
on 97 street. Presently, a friend 
popularly known as Nick turned 
up and Mr. Willson explained his 
plight. Nick said sure, he'd take 
him down and off they went, with 
Nick on the run and Mr. Willson 
flying behind clutching to his coat- 
tails as he went. 

They reached the Salvation Army 
Citadel and completely out of 
breath, Mr. Willson said, ‘Well, 
Nick, you must be able to see pretty 
well.” “Oh,” said Nick, “I can’t see 
a thing.”
